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The Development 


Of New Pastures 


It pays to have some new grass—new 
seeding Which horses have not grazed upon 
—according to the observations of Doug- 
las M. Davis, in discussing with Wayne 
Dinsmore. secretary of the Horse and Mule 
Association of America, Inc., the problem 
of getting good pastures. 

“[ have 700 acres of land near Lexing- 
ton, part of which is located upon the 
southeast corner of the late J. B. Haggin’s 
Elmendorf properties, and some of the 
barns | use were built by him in 1910,” 
said Davis. “IL have made it a rule to 
spread about 20 loads of cattle and horse 
manure per acre on land that is to be put 
in tobacco—-from 25 to 30 acres per year. 

“Tobacco requires clean cultivation and 
is harvested in August. This enables us 
to drill winter barley or oats in September. 

“I plant bluegrass and orchard grass 
with the grain, at the same time, through 
a grass seed attachment on the drill, and 
the following March 15 I broadcast 71 
pounds of red clover seed. Two weeks 
later | broadcast, crosswise of the previous 
seeding, another 74 pounds of clover seed. 
We let spring rains, which are frequent, 
drive the seed into the ground. 

“The land has been limed at about three 
tons per acre before being plowed for to- 
bacco, and I apply 500 pounds of 20 per 
cent superphosphate per acre before put- 
ting in the fall-sown grain. 

“Much of this land is supposed to be 
so rich in available phosphate that the 
application of superphosphate is not neces- 
sary. | don’t know whether that is true 
or not on my land, but I feel | am giving 
the oats or barley and the grass seed a 
little better chance by using it. Of course.

the heavy application of manure plowed 
under before tobacco is planted also helps. 


Acclimated Seed is Needed 


fully acclimated clover 
seed is imperative. L grow my own, but 
got my start from Robert Beatty, who 
lives near here. | am thoroughly convinced 
that most failures to get a good stand of 
clover are traceable to use of seed that 
is not suited to our local conditions and is 
not acclimated, and to lack of adequate 
soil fertilization. 


“Home-grown 


“We graze the fall-sown oats or barley 
enough in the fall to keep it from jointing, 
graze it moderately in winter and early 
spring, then let it grow for a grain crop. 

“Oats are not threshed, but are cut 
when nearly ripe, but while the leaves 
still are green. We cut them with a binder, 
but do not tie the bundles—just let them 
lie loose, as they are kicked out. The 
heads all lie in one direction. When the 
foliage is dry enough, we gather the oats 
with a pick-up baler, driven toward the 
heads, and thereby bind the oat hay in 
75-to-80-pound bundles, without any ma- 
terial loss of oats or foliage. We do not 
bind until the oats are so dry you cannot 
wring sap out of the foliage. 

“This gives us choice oat hay with green 
leaves, a fragrant odor, and high feeding 
value. Horses and cattle eat it eagerly. 

“The aftermath of such grain fields. with 
young bluegrass, orchard grass. and red 
clover in evidence everywhere, is grazed 
moderately. The oat hay usually comes 
off the land about the end of June or the 
first week in July. and about a month later

we clip the field with a mower, set to clip 
about eight inches above ground. This 
kills most of the weeds and tops the first 
blooms. The growth of 
clover usually blooms vrofusely and we 
let it go to seed by keeping stock off till 
the seed is ripe.

“It is then grazed throughout the’ fall 
by cattle—we keep about 300 head—and 
the clover seeds which pass through cattle 
with the manure are tramped into the 
ground and thicken the stand. 

“The field is cut for hay the following 
season—the first full year after the spring 
sowing of clover—and we then use it for 
horse pasture for a year or two. 


The Horses Know the Difference 


“Horses will cross old pasture that has 
been down many years to get to water, and 
will go straight back across such old pas- 
tures to reach the new seeding—grass that 
has been grazed the first year. cut for hay 
the second and then used as new grazing 
land for a year or two. Apparently they 


do this by instinct—it is probable that it 
is fresher. more palatable and smells bet- 
ter to the horses than pasture that has 
been grazed four or more years. 

“Hillsides with a shallow soil covering 
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over the stones are seeded to sweet clover, 
which is cut when ripe and left lying on 
the land to check erosion and create soil 
mulch. 

“Clipping weeds in all pastures twice a 
year, grazing cattle on the poorer soils, 
and getting an abundance of clover in all 
fields will accomplish wonders in restoring 
soil fertility and increasing crop yields in 
a few years. 

“Good water in every field, in tanks 
filled daily by the men while looking at the 
livestock, is a prime requisite to thrift in 
horses or cattle. My men see every ani- 
mal every day, or I do. That ensures that 
stock do well—for the eye of the master 
fattens the beast.”

Sidell and Silee Go Up 


S. D. Sidell took to the air in February 
to jump from Miami to the Kentucky 
towns of Shepherdsville. Louisville and 
Lexington. At Shepherdsville he visited 
Joe Bailey’s Valley View Farm, where the 
Sidell breeding stock is quartered. Mr. 
Sidell’s stakes-winning horse, Silee, is rid- 
ing high, too. His owner recently refused 
an offer of $75,000 for him. At Shepherds- 
ville, Mr. Sidell inspected Sir Jim James, 
sire of Silee, and later he reported the 
stallion looked good enough to get a sta- 
ble full of stakes winners. 


Silee, turned out since winning the Com- 
monwealth Stakes at Suffolk Downs Oc- 
tober 26, has been sent to Gulfstream Park 
to go back in training. Mr. Sidell had 
considered Silee as a Kentucky Derby 
starter, but he now reports that the horse 
was not returned to training early enough 
for the early May test. However, there is 
every indication that the colt will be ready 
to race by late spring.

THE BLOOD-HORSE 


Stakes Winning Stallions at Keeneland Stud 

| 


Dear Judge Dooley: 


NOTE that the Vhoroughbred Racing Associations have 
agreed unanimously that ‘Thoroughbreds which race at 
the member tracks should be tattooed on the lip for identifica- 
tion purposes. ‘This is an evidence of real progress toward 
the elimination of the problem of ringers, which has plagued 
American racing 


and all racing—since the Year One. 

I hope the American horseman will take kindly to it, but 
this isn’t a particularly bright hope just now. Somebody 
has already put a cockle-burr under his saddle. 

The way we read the stories in the papers down this way 
on the morning of February 24, the Associated Press said 
the TRA had announced that “the tattooing of each Thor- 
oughbred will be required before it is permitted to race on a 
TRA track in 1948.” The United Press said “. . . all 
Thoroughbreds will have to be tattooed before mid-1948.” 

The italics are mine. “They are also the italics of nine 
out of the next ten horsemen I expect to run into, that is, 
if I have lived long enough to judge the reaction of an 
American when he is suddenly informed that he Aas to do 
something. You know how Americans are. 

Of course, they are pretty sensible and tolerant people 
and they might accept a proposal even after somebody had 
required them to do it. “They might say somebody had just 
forgot his manners and they would give him another chance. 

But in the main—as you know, of course-—if there is 
going to be much requiring done, it had better be the people 
who do it. “They like it better that way. 

So if you are going to require next that everybody be 
fingerprinted, I think maybe you had better come up easy-like 
with the announcement, and not slip up on the blind side 
and let go with a six-gun. I’m all for fingerprinting, but I 
don’t think I can hold this horse if you scare him like that. 

Then I note that you are working on a code of ethics. 
We need a good code, especially if it will make ethics any 
better. But I see some of the horsemen are beginning to 
wonder out loud what’s going to be in this code of ethics. 
Only a few have seen it, and they seem to be passing around 
their lack of enthusiasm. 

Well, Judge, you know how Americans are. They like 
to be in on things, and they’re pretty nosey. And if they’re 
hot good enough for you to trust, yowre not good enough 
for them to trust. Crazy, sort of, but there’s nothing much 


you can do about it. So they’re beginning to be suspicious. 
And now comes along this story in the papers, telling them 
they are required to do so and so. 

It may be better to spring that code of ethics before it’s 
loaded. I wouldn’t know, of course, but it’s just my guess 
that it would be better in the long run if you wouldn’t just 
up and announce a code of ethics. Youre not going to 
enforce any code the horsemen don’t believe in, and it might 
be a lot easier if vou would ask them what they think about 
some of the fine points. 

Very likely you agree with me on these things, which are 
mostly pretty obvious. But maybe not. Maybe the TRA 
thinks the best policy is that of a lion tamer: walk into the 
cage and bip him one on the nose and show him who’s boss. 

‘That may be the approved technique if you are going into 
the czar business. It has certain deficiencies if you are going 
in for public relations. You know that when you get a man 
mad he doesn’t hear very well what you say. And it doesn’t 
take more than two or three words to make a man mad. 
A little bit of poised humility is much better salesmanship. 

So your code of ethics is in jeopardy for two reasons. (a) 
It is being kept secret while suspicions grow outside. “There 
is perhaps no good reason for these suspicions, but secrecy in 
itself is enough to make them grow. (b) the peremptory 
tone of the announcement that lip-tattooing will be required 
was a trifle on the high-and-mighty side, and this may lead 
to the assumption that other announcements will be in the 
same tone. 

Of all the organizations in American racing, the TRA 
and The Jockey Club are two of the finest, strongest, and 
most enlightened. The Jockey Club is misunderstood and 
maligned, principally because, by its very nature, it has an 
air of exclusiveness and authority. I doubt whether the 
TRA can afford to be similarly misunderstood. 

One other small point. ‘Vhe stories of February 24 also 
reported that Spencer Drayton’s Thoroughbred Racing Pro- 
tective Bureau developed the lip-tattoo in “eight months of 
study and experimentation.” The United States Army Re- 
mount Service previously had developed it in two years of 
study and experimentation, and perhaps this should be men- 
tioned the next time you have the opportunity.

SIDELIGHTS, by Joe H. Palmer 


Pimlico Takes Out Insurance 
In the Form of Laurel Park 


Miami 

Having seen the San Vicente Handicap 
at Santa Anita on Saturday. Harry Parr. 
John Needles. Dave Woods. and the Spirit 
of Pimlico flew in here in time for racing 
the following Monday. If there had been 
Sunday racing at New Orleans. as there 
used to be. | suppose they would have got 
a day in there too. James Butler. presi- 
dent of Empire City, was in for a T. R. A. 
meeting. and the next thing you know. 
Pimlico had bought a controlling interest 
in Laurel Park. The Butler stock there 
amounted to about 67 per cent. and pre- 
sumably Pimlico bought all of it. the de- 
tails being worked out in a conference 
among Messrs. Parr and Butler and Alfred 
Vanderbilt. 

The background of this is that for years 
Pimlico has not been very well satisfied 
with its situation. The plant includes only 
125 acres. and even a part of this is cut 
off by a highway. It has thus been very 
much cramped for space. and even if it 
could buy more would run into trouble 
with zoning ordinances. Furthermore. 
nearly all of it is leased, not owned. by 
the Maryland Jockey Club. and worse still 
it is leased from a bank. 

Last fall there was talk of rebuilding 
Pimlico on its present site, using all of 
the space for the racing plant. and in- 
cluding stabling facilities for no more 
than a hundred horses. Out in the coun- 
try somewhere there would be a training 
track and stables for maybe 1.500 horses. 
with each day’s entrants being vanned in. 
There are difficulties here. and 
apparently the plan has been scrapped.

Maryland’s racing law licenses specify 
sites for racing. so an association cannot 
pick up and go where it wills. Currently 
there is a bill in the legislature there 
which will license associations. not places. 
and it has a good chance of passage. So 
Pimlico is thinking of moving out. The 
track is not officially committed to such 
a move. but just the same plans are being 
based on that idea. Well, ownership of 
the Laurel plant is insurance—if anything 
goes wrong Pimlico still has a plant. 

The lease on the present site expires af- 
ter the spring meeting of 1949. If you 
must have a long-range guess. Pimlico will 
run its 1949 fall meeting at Laurel Park 
and move to a new plant in the spring of 
1940. But remember that this is Palmer’s 
guess. not Pimlico’s guess. 

As for Laurel. the regular meetings 
there will be continued. with such fixtures 
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as the Selima carried on, and no very dras- 
tic changes made. except that maybe the 
purses will suggest Pimlico rather than 
the old Laurel, which was never very much 
noted for throwing its money around. 


The Wind in the Palms 


Directors of the T. R. A. held a meet- 
ing here last week. starting fairly early 
in the morning and going until late in the 
afternoon. Afterward they issued a state- 
ment which inspired the suspicion here 
that they had merely been handicapping 
the races. It said that they were against 
awards, which was already on record. It 
said that various hares had been started 


and would be pursued later. which I 
doubt. The one bit of meat in the state- 


ment was that the T. R. A. disapproved of 


James Donn’s action in earmarking a 
specific percentage of the pari-mutuel 


turnover for purses. The only trouble was 
that everyone knew this in advance. 

Of course the reputation of Miltiades 
rests on only one battle, and the little boy 
who held his finger in the dyke no doubt 
lived to a ripe old age without ever doing 
anything else to distinguish himself. So 
if the T. R. A. held a directors’ meeting 
without anything much coming of it. it’s 
still all right. But next time I want the 
release to have a funny story in it. anyway. 


Undoor Polo 


A cultural development of the Miami 
season is the introduction of polo into the 
Orange Bowl. a somewhat ramshackle 
structure which has heretofore been given 
over to foolishness like football. It has 
produced an excellent if somewhat hybrid 
game, faster than indoor polo, not as fast 
as the outdoor variety, and developed par- 
ticularly for the space available. It is 
played with three men on a side, and the 
local forces consist of the Miami Adven- 
turers, with Mike Phipps riding at No. 1. 
George Oliver at No. 2, and Stewart Igle- 
hart playing all positions until the team 
is safely ahead. when he drops back to 
No. 3. 

Thus far the Adventurers are unbeaten, 
but it is not because there was any lack 
of diligent and able effort on the part of 
a team called the Essex Troop, consisting 
of Del Carroll, Buddy Combs. and Al Par- 
sells, last Friday night. These gentlemen 
got beat 8 to 5 some time back, and they 
asked for another match. This tourist is 
not well informed about matters of polo. 


and must therefore rely on the word of 
James Roach, of the august Times, tha 
this involved pitting three of the best oy. 
door players against three of the best jp. 
door players. in a game which is a com, 
bination of the two styles. 

Well. it was a genuine gold-plated daisy. 
This onlooker is not going to trouble you 
with the ins and cuts of the affair. but th: 
essential thing is that it came up two mip. 
utes to go with Essex in front six to four 
Now everybody knows you cannot mak 
two goals in two minutes. But Phip)s 
made one and then stole the throw-in and 
made another and Oliver slammed in , 
third from 20 yards out and two ponies 
were down and all hell broke loose and 
Essex barely missed a tie as the game 
ended. 

This is one game that isn’t go'ng to }y 
played in any ball parks. because the 
Orange Bowl field is beginning to look as 
if it had been plowed. It is understood 
that $5,000 has been guaranteed to put 
the turf back into condition after the win. 
ter season is over. But it’s quite a game 
It doesn’t have the crisp quality of the 
outdoor game, which is speed and more 
speed and hard hitting all the time. but it 
reduces the business of milling about 
against the walls and rapping ponies on 
the ankles which slows down the indoor 
form of polo. And it has the advantage 
of requiring fewer ponies and something 
less than all outdoors to play in. 

Another point is that this style of polo 
introduces into a sport which already com- 
bines some of the best features of horse 
racing. wrestling. croquet. and quarter- 
staff play, a touch of tennis and pool. The 
players make nothing of swatting the ball 
in midair, since the inflated ball rises more 
than the willow one used in outdoor polo, 
and have become tolerably expert in it. 
They also bank off the side boards—balls 
or horses impartially—and at its height 
the game approaches the extreme limits 
of permissible mayhem. 
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A Sale With 
A Side Show 


Attention of U. S. horsemen this week 
was focused on Santa Anita Park. in Cali- 
fornia. Where on Thursday night. February 
97, the Fasig-Tipton Company was to sell 
the 60 horses in training owned by Louis 
B. Mayer. It was to be the first step in the 
break-up of the most successful Thorough- 
bred racing and breeding establishment in 
the history of the State. and was to be con- 
ducted in the frothy tradition of Holly- 
wood, where Mr. Mayer is one of the most 
potent figures. 

The setting of the sale was groomed as 
carefully as the horses: dress rehearsals 
were held so that radio broadcasters. movie 
newsreel men, and others would know 
their cues. Entertainment was to be pro- 
vided so there would be no dull spots. 
though it never has been recorded that a 
horseman became bored at a sale. 

It had been planned that the public 
would be admitted, but later it was de- 
cided that admission would be by ticket 
only. An estimated 15.000 persons were 
expected on this basis, but even so a lot of 
people were going to be shut out, and 
many would feel aggrieved over it. Hard- 
hoots and Hollywoodites would be sitting 
side by side. 

At mid-week there was the general feel- 
ing among horsemen that prices would be 
very high. There was speculation as to 
how much would be brought by Busher, 
world’s money-winning mare, and by the 
other stakes winners and prospective win- 
ners in the Mayer racing stable. And 
there seemed to be plenty of money 
around. 

A year-by-year summary of the principal 
accomplishments of the Mayer stable, from 
1938 through 1946. is given in the box on 
the right. 

The other Santa Anita attraction of the 
week was the $100.000 handicap of Satur- 
day. March 1. in which Calumet Farm’s 
Armed was to run. With $100.000 guar- 
anteed the winner regardless of the size of 
the field, victory would place the noted 
gelding within less than $2.000 of Calu- 
met’s Whirlaway. which holds the record 
of $561,161. or it might carry him to a new 
record, 


FLORIDA RULINGS 


The Florida State Racing Commission 
announced on February 25 that Jockey 
Jack Boyle had been ruled off Florida 
tracks for falsifying his application for a 
riding license at Sunshine Park. Train- 
ers Kenneth W. McLaughlin and J. Paoli 
were suspended when horses in their care 
allegedly were stimulated.

The Geography of Breeding: 


Expansion Outside Kentucky 


On the next page is an_ interesting 
memorandum from Grant Dorland, a pub- 
lisher who has had the good sense and 
good fortune to retire from the immediate 
vicinity of copy, proof, type. ink, and mis- 
cellaneous pain while still young enough 
to have something else he can do. Mr. 
Dorland is now solidly staked down as a 
Kentucky Thoroughbred breeder, in a tidy 
little place called Roseland Farm, two or 
three culverts removed from the city lim- 
its of Lexington. 

He got to looking with both eyes at 
pages 52 and 53 of the stakes winners’ sup- 
plement for 1946 issued recently by THE 
Bioop-Horsr. With one eye he saw that 
a large number of stakes winners were be- 
ing bred outside Kentucky, and was ac- 
cordingly gratified at the spreading inter- 
est in Thoroughbred breeding. 

With the other eye he saw that Ken- 
tucky. far from being eclipsed by the 
growing competition from outside, was 
still producing, as it has for a hundred 
years, the major portion of North Amer- 
ica’s best horses. 

In his brief view of the situation in 1946 
Mr. Dorland did not permit himself to 
make a comparison of the year with earlier 
seasons. But this also is interesting, as it 
tends to indicate the rate of speed with 
which breeding is developing in different 
states and sections. 

Anticipating the gradual diffusion of 
breeding and racing in other sections, I 
began some years ago to keep a score 
somewhat on the order of that which Mr. 
Dorland has prepared, and if it has been 
missing in the last few years it was only 
because there were always forty other 
things to do. The master of Roseland has 
made things a little easier. 


Downward Drift 


The accompanying table shows some- 
thing of the drift. In the years 1932-33-34 
Kentucky was producing 68 or 69 per cent 
of the country’s stakes winners, including 
steeplechase stakes winners and winners 
of restricted races (Maryland-bred. Can- 
ada-bred. etc.). which were then being 
run in too small numbers to separate from 
the general total. In 1946 there were 21 
winners of stakes races restricted to horses 
bred in specified areas (and of no other 
stakes), or 7 per cent of the total of flat 
race stakes winners, which numbered 302. 

If these restricted races are left out of 
consideration. Kentucky produced 61 per 
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cent of the stakes winners of 1946 in North 
America. But if they are included, as they 
were when the first score sheets of this 
sort were made up. Kentucky’s percent- 
age has dropped from 69 per cent in 1932 
to 56.6 per cent in 1946. That is a drop 
which indicates that within a few years 
Kentucky will be producing less than half 
the stakes winners on the continent, espec- 
ially if the trend toward restricted races 
continues. 

In THe Bioop-Horse of February 3. 
1940, I presented figures of this sort but 
on a somewhat different basis. Instead of 
taking the stakes winners of given years. 
I took the stakes winners foaled in 1930 
and compared them with the crop foaled in 
1936, and eliminated Canadian-bred horses 
and winners of restricted stakes. On this 
basis Kentucky had 75 per cent of the 
stakes winners foaled in 1930, 72 per cent 


in 1936. Virginia gained a little more

cent. All the other states taken togethe; 
produced 14 per cent of the stakes winners 
in 1930, 13 per cent in 1936. 


I have no adequate comparison of this 
sort for a more recent year, but if the 194% 
stakes winners are pruned down to those 
which won open stakes and were foaled jp 
the United States, there are 254 of them, 
Of these Kentucky produced 171, or 67 per 
cent, California produced 26, or 10 per 
cent, and Virginia produced 18, or 7 per 
cent. All the other states produced 39, 
or 15 per cent. 


No Batting Averages 


Thus Kentucky’s production of the best 
horses appears to have fallen from 75 to 
67 per cent in a matter of a little more 
than ten years. Virginia, having no pos. 
sibility of gaining special favors from 
anyone, has had her percentage of stakes 
winners cut in half, partly owing to the 
disappearance of the powerful Court 
Manor Stud of the late Willis Sharpe Kil. 
mer. Virginia breeders, however, are bent 
upon regaining their place in the sun, 
and are planning co-operatively toward 
that end. 

Californians will note with interest what 
becomes of the horses to be dispersed in 
the L. B. Mayer sale this week and in auc. 
tions which, by present indications, will be 
held later. His stud was credited with 
nine of the California-bred stakes winners 
of 1946, including two winners of re- 
stricted races only. Since it was incom- 
parably the best stud ever assembled in 
California its breakup will seem to set the 
State back, statistics-wise, unless the best 
horses remain there. 

The difficulty with all these figures is 
that there are no “batting averages” in 
them. We do not know how many foals 
each state produced in any given year. As 
a matter of fact, except for the compil- 
ations made by the defunct Thorofacts or- 
ganization and a few scattered tabulations 
painfully worked out by hand. we do not 
know the batting average on anything in 
this business except the jockeys. 


The Long and Short 


The discussion as to the comparative 
height and length of horses and whether 
the ratio has anything to do with their 
staying powers has provoked a_ reader 
from New Jersey (see Gallop Poll) to say. 
in effect, pooey. 

Mr. Preece says what difference does il 
make whether a cheetah is high behind? 
He may have something there. A snake 
is high in the middle and low at both 
ends, but I don’t know anything to make 
of it. 


He indicates further that there is not 
much profit in knowing that a_ short- 
coupled, long-legged deer and a_ long: 
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coupled. short-legged foxhound can both 
run a far piece. 

This reminds me of an experiment made 
jy my Uncle George in 1868. He had 
pen reading a story by a man named 
jesop. or Jessop, or something. about a 
iortoise beating a hare. They got up an 
Jibi for the hare, something about his 
lying down and going to sleep. But Uncle 
George thought maybe it was on the level. 
with no alibi called for. 

He clipped the ears of a short-coupled, 
long-legged daddy longlegs and leg- 
handed a long-coupled, short-legged woolly 
caterpillar. set them down a mile from a 
catalpa tree. and timed them. The cater- 
pillar made it in nine hours and three min- 
utes. The daddy longlegs hasn’t shown 
up yet. 

It was this experiment which led Uncle 
George to develop the modern American 
Quarter Horse in his present shape. which 
is definitely long and low. He _ bought 
Steeldust, Copperbottom, and old Slawken- 
bergius 2nd from Paul Bunyan’s maternal 
grandfather, and later crossed their daugh- 
ters with Peter McCue. which he had 
bought from Noah on Mt. Ararat. But 
we digress. 


H 
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Our New Jersey reader says there are 
alot of horses in the country, and that 
maybe we could find out from them. This 
is an idea which merits consideration. 
Horsemen, however, usually don’t like to 
have their fun busted up by being con- 
fronted with the answers too quickly: the 
questions are a lot more fun, and much 
less expensive. 

In defense of Messrs. Hewitt and Her- 
vey, I will say that each of them has meas- 
ured a lot more horses than most of the 
test of us, and I am sure that Mr. Preece’s 
agonized yelp will bring them back from 
panting after cheetahs. I shall not be at 
all surprised if we get some fairly definite 
information out of all this. Just don’t 
hurry us. 
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Analysis of the records of leading 
stallions, which appeared in a re- 
cent issue of THE Btoop-Horse, 
and of the roster of last season’s 
stakes winners, as published in the 
stakes winners supplement. reveals 
the spreading interest in breeding 
Thoroughbreds. Without consider- 
ing horses which only won stakes 
restricted to local-breds, and elim- 
inating foreign-bred horses, Ken- 
tucky breeders furnished 171 out of 
272 stakes winners—nearly two out 
of every three, or more exactly, 63 
per cent. Turning to the stallion 
records we find that 19 out of the 
top 25 are making their homes in 
the general vicinity of Lexington. 

This is more or less to be ex- 
pected, since Kentucky has been the 
heart of the Thoroughbred breeding 
business for so many years. What 
is of greater interest, and of more 
significance for the future of racing, 
is the fact that five of the leading 
ten stallions and 100 of the 271 
stakes winners are credited to other 
states and North American countries. 

Maryland had two stallions in the 
first ten, California, Texas, and Vir- 
ginia each had one. Including Ken- 
tucky, last season’s stakes winners 
came from 14 states, plus Canada 
and Mexico. California supplied 
26 winners of open stakes, Virginia 
had 18, Canada bred 16, and Mary- 
land 11. Origins of the others are 
indicated in the following tabula-

Leading Sires and Stakes Winners by States 


As many well informed individ- 
uals connected with racing have 
pointed out, the wider the interest 
in breeding spreads. the stronger 
racing will become. This does not 
necessarily mean there should be 
more race tracks and consequently 
more two-dollar bettors. Those who 
can be counted on to support the 
racing industry most wholeheartedly 
are those who have their money and 
interest in breeding and_ racing 
horses. 

It is questionable whether there 
can be too many of these people. 
Bound together in various breeders’ 
and owners’ organizations and in 
membership in the National Asso- 
ciation of Thoroughbred Clubs. 
these men and women can exert a 
powerful influence for the benefit 
of the entire industry. 

Further analysis of the leading 
stallions shows we have some fine 
young prospects coming up and a 
long list of sires with three or more 
crops to race which should be with 
us for several years to come. No 
fewer than 10 of the top 25 are 14 
years old or under, headed by *Mah- 
moud, which topped the sire list 
with an all-time record of $684.890. 
Other comparatively young horses 
among the leading 25 are Bull Lea. 
Bold Venture. Reaping Reward. 
Bimelech, *Heliopolis. War <Ad- 
miral, Menow. Sir Damion. and 
Fighting Fox. 

Many of the old standbys, which 
are familiar occupants of berths 
near the top, were again in evidence 
this past season, but the wealth of 
new blood cannot fail to be encour- 
aging to breeders all over the coun- 
try. With seasons as tight as they 
are, it might ease things a bit to see 
25 new heads in the top 25.

The caliber of the opposition didn’t give 
Armed. Calumet Farm’s flying gelding. 
very much to aim at. but he gave a splen- 
did show for the largest crowd of the Hia- 
leah Park season and left a new track ree- 
ord in his wake. Pursuing the tactics 
which he had followed in the McLennan 
Handicap. Armed neither lagged behind. 
depending on a stretch surge to carry him 
past the leaders. nor did he lay close to 
the top—-he made the pace himself. taking 
the lead almost immediately after the 
break and galloping to his second consecu- 
tive Widener victory. 

*Talon. making his first stakes bid in 
the U. S.. closed gamely to be second, but 
hit the wire two lengths behind Armed. 
which coasted through in 2:0185. breaking 
the track record shared by Mantagna and 
Columbiana. the Widener winners of 1936 
and 1937. respectively. Mantagna had 
carried 109 pounds in 1936, and Colum- 
biana. now a Calumet Farm matron. car- 
ried 103 in 1937. 

In winning the race Armed became the 
first Widener winner to score a double 
in the important winter handicap. and at 
1 to 4 he was the shortest-priced victor in 
the history of the event. 

He also is the first offspring of a former 
Widener winner to gain a victory in the 
race. His sire, Bull Lea. also owned by 
Calumet Farm. won in 1939. Sun Again.

\ little more than 48 hours after his 
Widener victory, Armed was led onto a 
four-engined transport plane and and was 
flown to Burbank.

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A Study of the Stakes Winners 
From the Crops of 1934-1936 


Stakes winners are the aristocrats of 
the Thoroughbred world, and whether for 
pleasure or profit, the goal of every breed- 
er is to produce them. This article pre- 
sents some facts about stakes winners 
based on a study of the foals of the three- 
year period 1934-1936. These foals won 
stakes as recently as 1945. and may in- 
deed have won in 1946, but the three crops 
were chosen as being the most recent ones 
whose records, as far as stakes wins goes, 
can be considered complete. 

The first thing to consider about stakes 
winners is that there is a wide variation 
in the class of horses who have won such 
races. It is convenient to refer to a horse 
as a selling plater or as a stakes horse, but 
just as there are high- and low-grade 
claimers. there are high- and low-grade 
stakes winners. Until recently. as a mat- 
ter of fact. there were claiming races in 
which the best of the claimers ran against 
the worst of the stakes horses. 

If all that is known about a horse is that 
he won a stakes race, and quite often that 
is all the information given in a stallion 
advertisement, it is difficult to draw any 
conclusions about his class. His stakes 
victory proves he 1s a good horse, but not 
necessarily a great horse. He may have

had but one good race in his system and 
that race was brought out at the right 
time by the careful conditioning of a top- 
notch trainer. It may have been the skill 
of a jockey that showed him the shortest 
way home while better were 
blocked or poorly paced. He may have 
been in light. and nosed out horses who 
were giving him a packet of weight. and 
while he won the money. the other horses 
ran better races. His victory may have 
been a minor stakes at a track. 
where the competition wasn’t strong. It 
may have been a stakes restricted to the 
foals of some particular region.

The Weight of Consistency 


The best evidence that a horse deserves 
a stakes win is that he continues to win 
stakes. By consistent performance he 
proves that his first victory wasn’t a fluke. 
and as most likely he carried higher 
weights in his later conquests. they were 
actually better wins. Then he has a much 
firmer basis for being considered a good 
horse or even a great horse. 


More than half the stakes winners in the 
three crops failed to repeat their initial 
stakes triumphs. and one-third of these. or 


18 per cent of all stakes winners. didn’t 
even place or show in another stakes be- 
fore or after that first win. They consti- 
tute 9} of the 492 stakes winners studied. 
and their claim to fame is certainly pre- 
carious. 

Table L shows the stakes winners ar- 
ranged according to the number of stakes 
that they won.

If you have a 10-year-old that hasn't 
won a stakes. it begins to look as if he 
won't do it. There are more 2-year-old 
stakes than 3-year-old tests. and some of 
the better horses win both, accounting for 
the high percentage that win their first 
stakes as juveniles. 

Seventy-six per cent of the stakes win- 
ners won their first stakes by the end of 
their third year. During these years they 
were protected against older horses be- 
cause of the large number of 2- and 3- 
year-old stakes. Of the 1.098 stakes races 
won by the three crops of our study, 544 
were 2- or 3-year-old stakes. or a percent- 
age of 49.5. 


Due to these early races and the value 
placed on them, a good horse is not re- 
quired to run against opponents of a dif- 
ferent vintage until he is four. Count 
Fleet is an example of a horse that re- 
mained in his age-bracket. and no one can 
gainsay his class. Occasionally a particu- 
lar crop is below average, but still pro- 
duces as many stakes winners as a good 
one. due to this early segregation. In fact. 
when there are several outstanding horses 
in a crop it tends to cut down the number 
of stakes winners for those years. because 
the outstanding ones win more than their 
share of the races. 

Table IIL shows the number of horses 
that won only 2- or 3-year-old stakes or 
both. Two hundred and forty nine, or 51 
per cent of the 492 stakes winners studied. 
won races only against horses of their own 
One hundred and ten fillies. or 64 
per cent of the 172 filly and mare stakes 
winners. won only races of this category.

Of 
these 144 (65.2%) were non-claiming. These were divided as follows: Stakes 
—1l4; Handicaps—18; Allowances—98; Maidens—14. 
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61 of the 105 Coldstream-breds racing in 
1946 were sold as yearlings at Public Auction. 


In One Year—A Profit 


These 61 horses originally cost a total of $479,925 (an average of 
$7,868), yet they won in just one year—1946—a total of $494,059. During 
their entire racing careers they have won a total of $1,274,710 through 1946, 
or more than two and a half times their very high original purchase price. Of 
the 61 which were sold at public auction as yearlings, 46 were not older than 
four in 1946. And they are still racing. 


As For Stakes Winners... 


Of these 61 performers, 11 (18%) were stakes winners. They were: 
Alexis, Sicily, Cerberus, Helioptic, Hampden, The Doge, Up the Creek, Star 
Pilot, Athene, Bull Whip, Magpie. Seven won stakes races in 1946. 


...and Other Winners 


Of the races won by the 61 sold at public auction as yearlings, 
86 (73%) were non-claiming. These were divided as follows: Stakes—12; 
Handicaps—12; Allowances—51; Maidens—11.

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son is that they could branch out into the 
open handicaps while still maintaining 
their monopoly of the standard 3-year-old 
tests. 

On the other hand. fillies won more 
stakes as juveniles than in any other sea- 
son. In fact 82. or 48 per cent of all filly 
and mare stakes winners. won only 2-vear- 
old stakes. By a coincidence. the same 
number of colts won only 2-vear-old stakes. 
but they constitute just 26 per cent of all 
the male stakes winners. The proportion 
of filly and mare races is greater today 
than formerly. so the filly foals of the 
latest crops will tend to show a higher 
percentage of wins at three and up than 
for the three crops of this study. 

The number of stakes wins per stakes 
winner comes out at a very low figure. 
The first stakes win for any horse is a big 
hurdle. and every additional stakes victory 
is a landmark which iso’t any easier to 
attain and quite often is harder. because 
of greater handicaps imposed the 
stakes winner. Table V gives the figures 
for stakes wins per stakes winner for each 
of the three crops. The 1936 foals boast 
the highest figure. but as a crop they won 
the fewest stakes. In Eight Thirty. Chal- 
ledon, and Johnstown the 1936 crop has

a better three-card hand than the other 
two. and for good measure you can throw 
in El Chico as a 2-year-old. 

While the figure of 2.2 stakes wins is 
low. only 30 fillies and 96 colts of the 492 
stakes winners exceeded it. 

\ person who is interested in becoming 
the breeder of a stakes winner undoubted- 
ly realizes that he is facing heavy odds. 
The odds can be lowered by the acquisi- 
tion of a band of good mares and by book- 
ing them to proven stallions. If the mares 
have already produced stakes winners or 
are newly retired stakes winners. the 
chances are pretty good that ambition will 
be realized. but such mares are very hard 
to come by. 

In the three crops that we are interested 
in. only one out of every thirty foals was a 
stakes winner. If the foal was a colt the 
odds dropped somewhat because one out 
of every 23 was a stakes winner. but if it 
was a filly it took 43 of them to put one in 
the winning circle after a stakes race. In 
Table VI is shown the percentages for 
each of the three crops.

in equal numbers. Considering the num- 
ber of foals involved. the exact figures will] 
not vary enough to affect the results shown 
above. The percentage for fillies is the 
proportion of filly stakes winners to all fil- 
lies. and the figure for colts was arrived at 
in the same manner. 

While anyone who perseveres can breed 
a stakes winner of some sort. the odds 
against breeding a Kentucky Derby win- 
ner are very much higher. There are ap- 
proximately 7.000 foals produced at pres- 
ent. and only one can win the Derby, 
Breeding a Derby winner has been the 
goal of many breeders who never realized 
their wish. even though they may other- 
wise have enjoyed great success. Since 
not every Derby winner is a great horse. 
the odds agajnst breeding a Count Fleet 
are even higher. To breed such a super- 
horse one must be lucky. in addition to 
following sound breeding principles. 


Growth of Restricted Races 


The spread of breeding operations in 
this country is followed almost invariably 
by the inauguration of stakes restricted to 
foals of a certain district. in addition to 
other races carded for them. as an induce- 
ment for local breeders and to create a 
market for the horses they raise. 

In Canada many of the races are re- 
stricted in a like manner, and the same 
thing is occurring in Mexico. since the 
foals of Mexican studs are now appearing 
in greater numbers on the track. There 
are stakes winners whose only stakes suc- 
cesses are in restricted races of this kind. 
There also are stakes winners who won 
their claim to fame in a claiming stakes. 
where the opposition wasn’t as formidable 
as in a regular feature. In Table VII the 
numbers of horses who won only such 
events are given.

The 65 stakes winners whose stakes vic- 
tories were confined to such events make 
up a little better than 13 per cent of all 
stakes winners. and leave only 427 who 
actually won events open to horses from 
anywhere and owned by anybody. 

A durable horse is more of an asset 
than one that is prone to injury. and so the 
number of seasons in which a horse won 
stakes is a matter of interest to us because 
as a general rule Americans do not retire 
a horse until after its 5-year-old season or

Many Breeders Moving to [reland 


Because of Taxes, Other Burdens 


LONDON 

Ireland continues to be the Mecca of 
English breeders. for whom the high tax- 
ation in this country, plus the difficulty of 
obtaining adequate fodder and labour. 
are becoming burdens which they cannot 
carry. or Which they are no longer inclined 
to carry. An example is Lord Fitzwilliam. 
against whom the spite and jealousy of 
the Labour regime has recently been 
vented in his private affairs, and who can 
hardly be blamed for enjoying the ameni- 
ties which are to be found in neighboring 
Eire. His stud interests there are consid- 
erable. 

Miss Paget and the Aga and the Aly 
Khan long since realized the advantages to 
be had from breeding in Ireland. The 
Duke of Westminster now has a stud there 
too. In addition many smaller owners, 
and newer owners. have recently been fol- 
lowing suit. The latest colonists are the 
Gaekwar of Baroda. who has bought Con- 
nellmore. Newbridge. County Kildare. for 
stud purposes, and Sir Richard Brooke. 
who has acquired Mount Prospect Farm 
(500 acres). also in County Kildare. from 


Richard Ball. 


Weather Retards Training 


The bitterly cold weather continues to 
aggravate the situation which has arisen 
through the Government’s failure to main- 
tain the supply of fuel. There has been 
no racing since January 21, and prospects 
of a resumption seem to be as remote as 
The frost is not less than a foot 
deep into the ground in the most sheltered 
areas. and in the exposed areas will take 
many days to work out when the still-dis- 
tant thaw sets in. 

Training in most places is at a stand- 
still. Here and there a little work is be- 
ing done on the reads, and by now the 
majority of the trainers have got their 
straw beds clear. but this is of little avail 
when it is considered what ought to be 
done. One or two trainers managed to get 
their horses across country to the coast, 
Where it has been possible to work them 
on the sands. but for all intents and pur- 
poses the horses are three weeks behind. 

The Cheltenham Gold Cup is to be de- 
cided on March 13. and the Grand Na- 
tional on March 28. This must mean that 
there will be a considerable number of 
scratchings for both events. Owners of 
Valuable steeplechasers will hardly care 
to risk their horses in either of these events 
if they are not fit. The fact, too, that in- 


ever, 
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termediate and preparatory races which 
had been planned for the majority of the 
hig race candidates have been called off 
has obviously added to trainers’ troubles. 

Trainers of horses for the flat racing sea- 
son, Which is due to open at Lincoln on 
March 24. are little better off than train- 
ers with jumpers; their difficulty, of 
course, is that they had scarcely begun 
training operations when the frost came. 
Suggestions are rife in the press at the 
moment that, for the first few weeks of 
the flat racing season, executives holding 
flat racing fixtures should add a race or 
two a day for National Hunt events. 


Discomforts are Many 


The consent of both 
would of course need to be obtained for 
such an arrangement. but executives 
themselves may be unwilling to embark 
on mixed programmes. These have never 
been very popular among those officials 
who have had to work them. and pre-war 
experience, at any rate. was that such 
meetings did not pay over well, nor at- 
tract larger crowds. Aintree, at Liverpool, 
where the Grand National is held, is of 
course an exception; mixed sport has been 
successfully conducted there ever since | 
can remember. and of course long before 
that. 

It is unnecessary to stress to you the 
physical discomforts which are being en- 
dured by stud hands and stablemen at the 
present juncture. You. who have known 
the rigours of the Byrnes war-time regime, 
will also understand the financial hard- 
ships imposed on all who get their living 
out of racing. [I am not so sure that I 
shall not be out of a job myself at any 
moment! Newspapers are being reduced 
in size, and all periodicals are missing a 
minimum of two weeks’ issues. The news-

paper and magazine industries are hit as 
hard as any, with unemployment loom- 
ing ahead for printers, engineers. block- 
makers, process workers. etc.. as well as 
for Cameramen, reporters, sub-editors and 
others, 


Problems of International Racing

A Treatment for Mouth Cuts; 


Vitamin A and Injuries of the Eye 


No. 2.. Every horseman has had the ex- 
perience of having some horse get a deep 
cut in his mouth, either on the inside sur- 
faces of his cheek, on his gums, on his 
tongue, under his tongue, or on the roof 
of his mouth. Some of these cuts are sub- 
ject to new irritations daily, and get 
deeper and sorer until the horse can hard- 
ly be bridled, and when exercised lugs in 
or runs out, and becomes generally un- 
manageable. 

There is no point in going into the kinds 
of remedies that are usually used, most of 
them for generations of horsemen and 
horses. I have used all of them, I think, 
and | have found by experimenting in 
time of great need that there is a prep- 
aration that practically all dentists use 
in their offices that is far ahead of all the 
usual cures. 

This is Lavoris, which costs from 25 
cents to 85 cents, depending upon the size 
of bottle. Make a swab of cotton and 
saturate with straight Lavoris and pat on 
the injuries in the horse’s mouth. Do this 
several times a day. You can also use a 
common syringe to squirt two ounces of 
Lavoris into the horse’s mouth. Allow it 
to run out of the mouth, but whatever lit- 
tle he may swallow will do him no harm. 


Improvement in Five Days 


No. 3. For me this is a brand new dis- 
covery from this winter’s experiences, and 
so has not had time in which to be tested 
at length, but it will certainly be highly 
useful in some cases. 

I have a high-class 3-year-old in my barn 
which was accidentally struck in the eye 
with the end of a shank some weeks ago. 
I had the eye bathed daily with warm salt 
water and also put some yellow oxide of 
mercury salve in it daily. In a short time 
the irritation disappeared, but a rather 
thick blue film covered almost half his eye 
and showed a distinct spot where the main 
injury was received. I expected this to be 
absorbed in due course, but as time grew 
into weeks and the blue film remained 
dark, I grew worried lest the colt should 
have a bad eye for life. 

Knowing that Vitamin A in large con- 
centrations had reportedly improved the 
condition of horses affected with periodic 
ophthalmia, I decided to try it on my colt’s 
injured eye. Accordingly I obtained some 
highly concentrated natural Vitamin A in 
oil, and put a tablespoonful in his feed 
once a day. In just five days I was sur- 
prised to find that the blueness, including

the spot, had disappeared. I was not so 
surprised that it cleared the eye, but that 
it did it within five days was practically 
unbelievable. 

I am sorry that I don’t know just how 
high a concentration of Vitamin A I have, 
so I can’t say just how many units I gave 
per dose, but I would guess there must 
have been between 500,000 and 800,000 
units. From this experience I believe the 
administration of large doses of Vitamin 
A to horses when they have suffered eye 
injuries will be found very helpful in cur- 
ing them and in preventing permanent eye 
spots. 


Sulfa Powder Used Nasally 


Discovery No. 4. This discovery is also 
in the experimental stage, but can cer- 
tainly be used without harm, and _ prob- 
ably with benefit to many horses. In De- 
cember there was quite a cold spell in 
Florida and numbers of horses took colds 
and coughs. One of mine continued to 
cough for weeks despite treatment both by 
myself and a veterinarian. The cough 
was finally stopped, but one nostril began 
to discharge profusely. Every time the 
horse’s head was lowered, it ran a stream. 

This discharge continued for almost two 
weeks, despite the daily administration of 
rather large doses of sulfanilamide and 
soda, and the outside application of 
O. P. K. Liniment to the throat. At this 
point I decided something drastic ought 
to be done, and remembering how eff- 
cient sulfanilamide powder is in curing an 
open wound, I decided to treat the head 
of the horse similarly. Accordingly I put

a teaspoonful of sulfanilamide powder 
into a small rubber hose, put a twitch on 
the horse’s nose, inserted the hose up the 
horse’s nostril to a point about an inch be- 
low the eye level, and then blew the pow- 
der into the nostril. Next day the dis- 
charge had lessened noticeably, and also 
had thickened. By the third day it had 
stopped completely. I am training the 
horse again now. The internal adminis- 
tration of sulfanilamide was discontinued 
when I began to use it in the nostril. 

I have not had opportunity to continue 
this experiment on other cases as yet, but 
am convinced that blowing sulfanilamide 
directly into the nostrils is going to be a 
great aid in treatment of at least some 
cases. 

Training horses will certainly keep one 
upon his toes in more senses than the ob- 
vious one, if you are to make your stable 
pay. No matter how much you know, 
there are always variations of situations 
and conditions arising for which one must 
find a solution or a cure. The more re- 
sourceful that one is in meeting these 
crises, the less costly they become. Also 
the “bugs” that attack both men and 


horses are also becoming more and more 
resourceful and resistant. and what killed 
them last year seems to have little effect 
on them this year. Hence the necessity for 
the discovery and invention of new treat- 
ments and practices.

Challengers 
From the Congo 


J. D. Preece, of Trenton, N. J., on 
the debate as to whether long horses 
like short races: 


] quote: “So it may be apropos to state 
that naturalists unite in the assertion that 
the fastest of all living quadrupeds is the 
deer... - among dogs the coursing grey- 
hound enjoys a similar primacy. . . . The 
great stayer of the canine race is the fox- 
hound . . . (which) in comparison with 
the greyhound looks like a pony beside a 
Thoroughbred.” THe Bioop-Horse, Jan. 
11, 1947. 

“In fact I had been under the impression 
that the cheetah was generally regarded 
as the fastest of all quadrupeds .. . in 
comparison with the skeleton of the Thor- 
oughbred . . . the cheetah is relatively 
much higher behind.” THE BLoop-Horse, 
Feb. 1, 1947. 

You see neither of these men are ac- 
tually saying anything of importance, Mr. 
Editor. The first one doesn’t pretend that 
he has ever clocked a deer, or even seen 
one run. The second writer infers that 
he has never seen a live cheetah, only a 
picture of the skeleton of one. Now would 
any sensible man pretend to enter a dis- 
cussion of the speed of an animal when 
he’s never seen anything of it other than 
a picture of its skeleton? Isn't it obvious 
what they are trying to do, Mr. Editor? 
They are trying to build up an impression 
in the minds of the readers. That’s where 
the danger lies. 


If they are so interested in finding out 
about horses why don’t they study horses, 
live ones? There’s no shortage of them. 
If they wish to know if horses higher be- 
hind can sprint let them measure all of our 
good sprinters. As for the height at the 
withers of routers, we have a few in this 
country and there are many more abroad. 
Why all this talk about deer and dogs? 


Ah, there is more here than meets the 
eye. Beware, Mr. Editor. These aren’t 
just horsemen talking. In fact, I don’t be- 
lieve they are Americans. This is under- 
ground stuff, infiltration tactics, Weather- 
bys’ men or I miss my guess. 

It isn’t difficult to recognize that the 
first statement about foxhounds and cours- 
ing greyhounds is obviously the observa- 
tion of an English squire. And the second 
quotation is indubitably one of a British 
big game hunter. 

You can see where their next step will 
lead now, can’t you? They'll continue to 
stress the speed of the various quadrupeds 
other than horses. You know what that 
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means don’t you, Mr. Estes? Now, we'll 
never get that tainted American strain ad- 
mitted to the English stud book. At last 
it will be all too apparent where we got 
the cold strain which is making the Amer- 
ican, and the French, Thoroughbred su- 
perior to the English. Soon everybody 
will know why King Ranch could only 
breed Assault in Texas, out there where 
the deer and the antelope “play.” 

But a more immediate danger is that 
one of these copies of THE BLoop-Horse 
may fall into the hands of someone from 
Africa. With international racing in the 
near future what chance would we have 
against those countries which have such a 
variety of animals? For the sprints they 
could send over some creature which is 
high behind, and for the distance events 
some beast which is high in front. They 
might even send a giraffe. What could 
King Ranch do about that? 

Doesn’t the thought of it make you 
shudder? I say we shouldn’t permit it. 
If we do it’s the fault of men like Hewitt 
and Salvator (why doesn’t he give his real 
name if he’s on our side? ). 

Mr. Hewitt wrote (get this), “Truly the 
curiosity of horsemen knows no limits.” 
This is serious Mr. Editor. Can’t some 
other word be substituted for curiosity? 

P. S.: After giving two pages to that one 
on, “. .. [tem of Musculature.” don’t ever 
try to tell us again that THe BLoop-Horse 
is suffering from a paper shortage.

even later. In Europe a classic-winning 
3-year-old is often retired to the stud im- 
mediately to be followed a year later by 
the winners of the weight-for-age cups. 
Since more than half of the stakes win- 
ners could not repeat their successes, the 
figures of Table VIII, which indicate that 
almost three-fourths of the stakes winners 
won stakes just in one season, are some- 
what loaded. Actually 63 per cent of 
horses winning two or more stakes won 
such races in two seasons, and an addi- 
tional 13 per cent won in three seasons. 
Lavengro was the most durable of all 
stakes winners as he was victorious in five 
different seasons. Since he was a gelding 
there was no reason for retiring him.

Filly stakes winners can be put into two 
classes: 1. Fillies who won filly stakes 
races exclusively, and 2. Fillies who beat 
colts in at least one of their stakes wins. 
The tendency is to believe that a filly who 
can win in competition with colts has 
shown more class than one who has been 
content to whip her own sex. Table IX 
gives the figures of the two groups.

Generally speaking, a 2-year-old filly has 
the best chance to beat the colts and the 
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thought occurs that at this age they are 
more on a par physically with the males 
than later, just as children are at an early 
stage of their development. The 1935 filly 
crop seems to have been unusually slow 
in hitting its stride. as the figures reverse 
the usual trend. 

It is hoped that the tables drawn up 
and presented in this article will not only 
prove interesting to horsemen in general 
but useful to breeders attempting to evalu- 
ate correctly the class of stallions and 
mares on the basis of their performance 
on the track. 

Since all stakes-winning mares are usu- 
ally sought after by the various breeders 
and since articles have already emphasized 
their superiority to non-stakes winners as 
producers, the figures will be most valu- 
able when applied to stallions. 

Today practically everything breedable 
is being bred and the stud fees of stallions 
are high. Some stallions deserve their 
high fee on the basis of their record on 
the track, but others commanding the 
same fee did not prove their class on the 
track as well. The breeder examining the 
records can see that, everything else being 
equal, a horse that won six stakes has a 
better record than one who only won two. 
If a horse won in several seasons he is a 
better risk than one who broke down as a 
2-year-old or early in his second season. 


To the breeder who believes in the prin- 
ciple of breeding the best to the best. the 
facts herewith presented are dedicated. 


BORDER REGULATIONS 


Horsemen from the United States cur- 
rently racing at the Hipodromo de las 
Americas. Mexico City, are reported to 
have become alarmed by rumors that. as 
a result of precautionary measures in the 
control of hoof and mouth disease. Thor- 
oughbreds will not be allowed to return 
to the States. 

Pura Sangre, Spanish-language organ of 
the Jockey Club of Mexico, reports that 
these rumors have no basis. However. 
getting across the border will be more 
troublesome than usual. The American 
embassy in Mexico City has issued a bulle- 
tin setting forth the requirements. 

Horses must be taken off their convey- 
ance on the Mexican side of the border 
and the vehicle, of whatever kind. must be 
thoroughly cleaned and disinfected. The 
animals then may be put aboard and taken 
to the American side. where the same 
process will be iepeated. along with a 
“general cleaning” of the horses them- 
selves. Equipment must be disinfected. 
and no hay or bedding can cross the 
border.

and Oh Susanna, $46,967. These were corking race 
mares, and Rose of Sharon died shortly after winning 
the Kentucky, Latonia and Illinois Oaks.

This was 
from 1930 through 1944. During that time no other 
American broodmare sire’s name appeared continu- 
ously, and only a few had daughters who produced the 
winners of more money. In 1945 *Light Brigade’s 
daughters were getting pretty old, and he was not in 
the first 20. However, he stood 21st on the list, when 
his daughters produced the winners of $263,362. In 
1946 *Light Brigade was again not in the first 20, 


‘standing 28th, when his daughters produced the winners 


of $253,988, according to The Blood Horse Broodmare 
Sires List. All told to date, the daughters of *Light 
Brigade have produced the winners of $3,021,109. This 
is an exceptional record, and made in conjunction with 
all kinds of sires from the worst to the best. 


One of *Light Brigade’s daughters produced the 
very high-class race horse Discovery, who has made 
an exceptional record as a sire. Another produced 
Neddie who was a good race horse and a first class 
sire, considering his opportunities. Neddie is the sire 
of Good Goods, sire of Alsab. Daughters of *Light 
Brigade also produced Roman Soldier, Kerry Patch, and 
Allspice, the second dam of Head Play, good race horse 
and successful sire. 


*Light Brigade’s daughter, Symphorosa, was a mare 
of intense speed who won many races. However, ac- 
cording to her trainer, she was cut out to be a race mare 
of very high class, which was not realized due to a wind 
affliction. Symphorosa was out of the stakes winner 
*Rose des Vents, who was by the great Son-in-Law. 
*Rose des Vents had only one other foal, which went 
to Canada, and there produced four winners from four 
foals, dying at an early age. 


*Rose des Vents was a full-sister to Winalot a high- 
class stakes winner up to one-and-a-half miles. In the 
Manchester Cup he beat Salmon-Trout, winner of the 
St. Leger, and in the Liverpool Cup he beat Pharos. 
Winalot’s get won over £100,000 in England, and in- 
cluded Enfield, winner of the Queen Alexandra Stakes, 
2%, miles. Enfield went to Australia where he sired 
the 1945 winner of the Melbourne Cup, 2 miles. 


This is a great source of sires. Besides being full 
sister to Winalot, “Rose des Vents is half-sister to 
Perce Niege, the dam of Rose of England by *Teddy. 
Rose of England won the Oaks and then produced 
Chulmleigh, winner of the St. Leger—Faerie Queen 
winner of the Newmarket Oaks—Rosegain winner of

Bernborough is on his way across the 
Pacific on the fast freighter Wangaratta. 
and provided he travels well he will be at 
sud in Kentucky early in March. Bern- 
borough suffered an attack of laryngitis 
on the boat journey from Melbourne to 
Sydney, and he was a rather sick and 
wry horse when he left Sydney on the 
frst stage of the Pacific trek.

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70 per cent or 80 per cent (the figure 
ysually varies with the writer, but it is al- 
ways well above 50 per cent of the races 
at the recent meeting. Such figures alone, 
ys they are invariably given, are abso- 
jutely meaningless until someone takes 
the trouble to find out just what percent- 
age of starters at any given meeting were 
California-breds. 

Then we could get a truer idea of what 
progress we are making here. It is a pret- 
ty good guess that a majority of the start- 
ers at any meeting here are California- 
breds. Also, by law, one race a day must 
be for California-breds only, which must 
be considered along with any flat state- 
ments about percentages of winners. 

This year something probably will be 
written about the number of stakes won at 
Santa Anita by local-breds. But these 
figures, to be genuine, need exploring too. 
For example, of the 12 starters in the re- 
cent San Vicente Handicap, all were Cali- 
fornia-breds except W L Sickle (by 
*Sickle), who finished sixth, and Flash 
Point (by Equestrian), who finished last. 
Usually local horses do not so completely 
dominate the stakes as this, however. This 
year at Santa Anita the eastern horses do 
not seem to be starting so often. They 
are either on the sidelines with injuries, 
or just come out to bask in our sunshine. 


There is no doubt that the California- 
breds have greatly improved in recent 


years, and that homebreds such as Honey- 
moon, On Trust, Stepfather, and Hubble 
Bubble. to name a few, need no apologies. 
But let’s stop fooling ourselves by the big 
percentage of local winners without ben- 
efit of accompanying statistics. 


A Gate Slightly Ajar 


As all good BLoop-Horsr readers know, 
California-breds must be conceived and 
foaled within our geographical boundaries, 
and not just foaled within the State, which 
is the only requirement of native-breds of 


other states. And horses not meeting these 
requirements cannot be sold at the Cali- 
fornia Thoroughbred Breeders  Associ- 
ation yearling sales. Thus breeders are 
penalized for buying a mare in foal (and 
it frequently happens to be to a good stal- 
lion in the East) in that they have no out- 
let for the sale of the results from an out- 
of-State mating. This tends to discourage

local breeders from bringing in proven 
broodmares. which are usually already in 
foal. 

At a recent meeting of the California 
Thoroughbred Breeders Association, it was 
suggested that hereafter part of one night 
of the annual yearling sale be set aside for 
the auctioning of such foals conceived out 
of State but foaled here. This motion will 
be voted on by the board of directors in 
March, and if passed, will go into effect 
this summer. However. such horses are 
not eligible for California-bred races. 


Isenberg Selling Out 


H. N. Isenberg, owner of Iron Mountain 
Ranch, at Riverside, has been in ill health 
for some time, so his farm is now for sale. 
It is well equipped for breeding fine 
horses, so shouldn’t be on the market long.

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Mereworth's foaling barn is very much in use these days. The barn is full end we are expecting 
any time now, but to date (February 22) only two foals have arrived. 


Pictured above is the foaling barn with the young English-bred Fairway mare “Niblick II, leading 
War Swept, a daughter of Man o’ War, into the barn where their 1947 foals will be born. *Niblick II is in foal 


‘o “Jacopo, and is scheduled to be bred to Reaping Reward this year. War Swept is in foal to Roman and 
will be returned to the same sire in 1947. 


This eight-stall barn which will come in for hsavy duty in the next few months was designed to 
orovide the maximum protection for mares and to heip in the production of healthy foals. 


The sides of each of the stalls are tiled to about 42 feet high, the floors are made of wooden 
olocks, set in tar, with a drain in the center of each stall. After each foaling the walls are washed down and 
sleaned up for the next “expectant mare.” In the barn’s tack room are hot and cold running water, and the 
>ontrols for a scale are located in the center aisle. There is also a feed room and a loft. 


Mares are admitted to the barn according to their ‘‘due-dates,’’ and after foaling are moved to an- 
other barn. When there are 16 mares with foals at their sides they are then placed in one large barn. All 
16 foals—the foals of the same general age group—stay together until weaning time. 


At Mereworth Farm we believe that sanitary foaling conditions are a most important contributing 
factor in producing good, sound horses. Our foaling barn is designed for such an effort—it provides the first 
starting stalls for Mereworth-bred horses.
